The insurgents shout- 
ed "Americanos! ' and Lieutenant 
Rhodes feigced a retreat. But In i-^ 
ity he took the quartel in Sank and 
drove out the insurgents, capturing 
two rifles, three revolvers and some 
ammunition. Rhodes then burned the 
barracks and proceeded to Manilla. 


Natives of Samar Hostile. 


Manilla, Jan. 2.—General Wheaton's 


report from the island of Samar »ndi 
cates that little has been accomplish- 
ed there. The altitude of the native: 
is even more unfriendly than ever be- 
fore. 
General Chaffee will probably 


visit the island in order to investigate 
the state of affairs nrevailing there.

While in Xew Jersey during the sum- 


mer months the night's rest is sure to be 
disturbed by the music and various atten- 
tions of this tirt-less pest, ia Honolulu, 
both by cay and nisht. at all seasons of 
the year, life is made miserable by their 
attacks. In the daytime a species some- 
what Htrht in color, and both males and 
females vrearing striped pantaloons, in- 
fe=rs rhe pardeus and verandas. This 
army is relii-red at sundown by another 
variety a« son'ber in aspect as the night 
in which tht-y commit their deeds of 
darkness ::nd who defy net proof rooms 
snd all kno-ivn exterminators. 


The reason given why Honolulu is par- 


ticularly plnzsiod by mosquitoes is that 
ovrinjr so its natural situation, overlooked 
by lofty hills, the trade winds that otner- 
wisc wouid carry them out to sea sweep 
cbove the city, leavina them to Increase 
n;pi.liy in number. Be this as it may. 
Honolulu, a little parmlise in all othi-r re- 
spe«,'ts. ha? beeu so trouble^} by mos*iui- 
toes that to exterminate them and other 
noxious insects the authorities, in an un- 
lucky hour, were persuaded to import the 
miiia bird from India. 


Ia his native land the miaa bird bore 


the highest reputation for many admira- 
ble qualities, to which he added a persist- 
ent warfare against pernicious jmseets, 
bot after a. short residence in the islands, 
when a sufficient time had elapsed co en- 
able him to get a grim grip with both of 
his yellow feet on the palm bough and 
take a good look over the situation, the 
climate or some other cause seemed en- 
tirely to change his disposition. Instead 
of setting to work to rid the islands of 
mosquitoes he was FO charmed with his 
new surroundings, which he found exact- 
ly suited to the requirements of the misa 
bird, that he s;:-::i^ht:iw:!y proo-eded 
either to kill or drive ««it to st-a all the 
beautiful native birds for which the is- 
lands we-e celebrnseil.
